STOCK  NAGEL

Since  my  hobby  is  elongated  coins,  I’m  not  sure  if  I  can  be  , 

correct  in  anything  I  put  forth  into  this  waiting  on  the  subject  of 
"Stock  Nagel". 

As  stated,  my  romance’ is  with  Elongated  coins.  I  make  them  from 
start  to  finish — that  is,  1  design,  engrave  my  own  dies,  roll,  dis¬ 
tribute  . and  collect  them.  ’Recently  I  completed  a  series' of  twelve 
elongated  coins',;;  depict ing  vald  and  famous  landmarks  of.  this  small  New 
England  community  called  New  Milford,  where  in  1 644  about  two  hundred/ 
Indian  tribes  lived.  People  then  started  to  settle  in  this  area.  t  It 
was  then  known  as  Weantinock  on  the  Banks  of  t.he  Housatonic  River. - 
Local  interest  for  these  historic  landmark  elongated s  was  immediate. 

I  was  surpvised  and  delighted,  and  even  more  so  when  a  local  weekly 
newspaper  called  ’’The  Adve^tizer” ,  interviewed  me  along'  with  taking 
photographs,  and  two  weeks  later  released  a  "feature • story"  pn  this 
SUbjeCt. 

l 

Thus  far,  one  might  ask,  what  has  "Stock  Nagel"  have  to  do  with 
Elongated  Coins?  ...  Actually  nothing!.’  However,  I  had  to  digress 
in  order  to  say,  that  because  of  the  story  and  photos  that  appeared 
in  the  paper,  there  was  a  more  intensified  interest  which  brought  to 
point  my  first  connection  with  the  German  words  "Stock  Nagel"  meaning 
"Stick  Nails". 

Having  read  the  article,  a  German  gentleman  visited  my  jewelry 
store,  and  In  very  heavy  German  accent,  tried  to  relate  to  me  that, 
in  Germany  he  recalled  the  similarity  of  my  elongated  coins  with  a 
small  metallic  item,  somewhat  oval  in  shape.  He  was  not  certain  if 
they  were  rolled  or  struck.  Naturally  I  was  captivated  by  this  informa¬ 
tion.  First,  exercising  the  thought  of  a  possible  foreign  elongated 
coin  or  medal,  and  next,  since  I  am  also  in  the  process  of  writing  a 
book  on  "Modern  Elongateds" ,  I  wanted  to  learn  everything  possible, 
in  the  event  these  "stick  nails"  charac terized  anything  resembling 
elongateds . 

After  having  exhausted  some  mental  exertion  with  this  German 
gentleman,  I  fi  nally  learned  that  "Stock  Nagel"  were  souvenir  medallic 
pieces  with  a  hole  at  each  end,  whereby  one  could  attach  them  with 
small  b^ads  (nails)  to  a  cane  or  walking  stick.  For  each  village  or 
town  he  visited,  hiked  or  walked  to,  an. additional  stick  nail  would 
be  attached.  I  suppose  that  collecting  them  in  this  manner, . regardless 
what  the  interest  is,  is  still  considered  collecting.  With  a  sort  of 
invisible  influence  from  me,  the  German  gentleman  commissioned  himself 

in  an  effort  to  obtain  some  of  these  specimens  for  me,  as  he  was  en¬ 
chanted  with  my  elongateds  and  wanted  a  few  to  send  over  to, someone 
in  Germany.  With  frenzied  imaginary  phantasy,  I  awaited  several  weeks 
before  a  few  of  the  Stock  Nagel  were  shown  to  me.  I  was  complaisant, 
bound  by  courtesy  and  kindness  to  which  I  revered  the  gentleman. 
However,  I  was  manifested  by  my  mental  processes  in  adverse,  reaction, 
only  because  of  failure  to  my  expectations--that  is,  the  medallics 
were  not  elongateds.  Nevertheless,  I  yielded  to  the  reality  at  hand, 
rejecting  authoritive  confidence,  as  I  articulously  examined  these 
newly  introduced  Items. 

Each  contained  an  Impression  of  an  engraving  producing  raised 
projecting  designs  in  relief  as  in  embossing.  The  metal  had  very  much 
the  consistency  of  a  tin  can,  while  the  art  work  depicted  scenes  of 
the  river  Whine  or  village  landmark.  Some  were  the  natural  medallic

concept,  and  some  were  in  tinted  and  enameled  colors.  Most  we^e 
slightly  wide1"  than  thei^  Own  height,  and  shaped  more  oval  than  square 
or  round.  Some  were  flat,  others  in  convexity  in  readiness  to  apply 
to  a  cane  or  walking  stick.

To  deliberate  in  regard  to  the  possibility  of  collecting  the 
stick  nails,  micht  be  worthy  of  „.some  ;  consideration  and  restraint,  due 
mostly  to  geographical  .'reasons .  ;  The  cost,  as  told  to  me,  averages 
less  than  fifty  cents  over  there,  but  perhaps  with  the/postage  costs 
involved  they  would  be  higher  over  here.  However,  I  -cannot  suggest" 
opposition  to  those  who  may  strive  for  aquisition  of  -some  of  these 
beautifully  embossed  medallics.  Moreover,  i  furnish  no  influence  in 
this  writing,  other  than  to  impart  to  the  reader  of  my  aquaintance 
to  the  Stock  Nagel.  I  do  hope  someone  can  enlighten  us  all  in  a 
future  writing  with  more  detail.  .  ,  “  ...  .  /  '  J.  f *-

it  Yon~do-ti-ga,  a-  great  village.  That  name  lives  on  today  through 
the  exclusive  Yondotcga  Club. 


The  Tfyandotts  called  the  site  of  Detroit  Toghsaghron&i,  which 

ha.d  reference  to  the  course  of  the  river.  Alo°ng  came  the  Huron 

Indians,  and  they  called  it  Ita-ron-ta-en,  the  coast  of  the  strait. r“

Parly  French  settlers  applied  the  name  Detroit  to  settlements 
on  both  sides  of  the  river,  calling  one  North  Detroit  and  the  other

The  city's  corporate  name  has  been  changed  at  various  times. 

On  Jan.  10,  1302,  it  received  its  first  official  name,  "Town  of 
Detroit."

The  Smith  family  moved  from  Capac  to  Marine  City  .in  3.902.  At 
this  time  the  father  obtained  a  job  as  a  mailman . ;  Els  horse  and 
buggy  route  was  fv'om  Port-  Huron  toi  Mar  ina.  City,  which  made  icr  very 
long  'working  hours.. Youhg‘  H. A. -  split  the.  mail  routes  with  hin- father 
at  the  age  of  thirteen.  Sometime  ;a  ye'a'r  or  so  later,  he  was  in 
partnership  with  his  brother  selling,  feed  and  grain.  Coon  ho  had 


';t.alked  his  brother  into  opening  a  grocery  store.  Not  long  after  this 
he  was  on  his  own,  as  he  bought  out  his  brother's  interest  in  the 
business.  Thus  began  the'  H..A.  Smith  Stores.  Within  a  few  years  he 
had  two  stores  in  Marine  City  and  one  in  Algonac .  By  the  middle 
thirties  he  had  at  least  one  store  in  every  town  from  Algoneo  to 
Sandusky,  plus  one  in  every  neighborhood  in  the  City  of  Port  Huron. 

As  a  boy  of  five,  I  ^emeiabs1"  he  had  a  bus  equipped  with  shelves  and 
this  traveled  to  a  different  neighborhood  every  week  day  selling 
produce  and  staples.  He  also  opened  the  first  Super  Market  in  this 

part  of  Michigan  around  1937  located  inn Port  Huron.

H.  A.  passed  •  away  about  four  years  ago,  but  I’m  sure  he  lead  a  very- 
full  and  busy  life.  He  did  leave  us  with  his  tokens,  and  perhaps 
they  will  be  a  sort  of  remembrance  to ;him  now  that  they  are  known  to 
collectors,  and  it  is  known  whe'e  they  "were  used.

Meanwhile,  note  in  this  installment  the  similarity 
of  another  organization,  both  as  to  abbreviations,  motto  and  other 
symbolism  incorporating  Indian  depiction.  Also,  a  note  of  thanks 
to  all  of  those  who  wrote  to  me--anything  you  may  add  or  correct  is 
most  welcome.

"OUR.  COMMNBExt-IN-CHIEF  /  WILLIAM  Me  KINLEY” 

This  inscription, . upon  a  31mm  uniface  medal,  along  with  a  3/4 
facing  portrait  of  President  McKinley,  had  baffled  me  for  ten  years. 
The  reverse  did  have  a  small  Chicago  Greenduck  marking  plus  two  union 
seals,  but’  there  was  no  other  indication  of  the  purpose  of  this  bronze 
medal.  Just  recently,  I  found  a  complete  piece,  as  this  medal  was 
pierced  for  ostensive  wear  with  some  kind  of  supposed  suspension 
device(s) . 

‘7 As  it  turned  out,  the  use  of  McKinley  and  his  title  of  "Commander 
In-Chief"  had  a  two-fold  pu ropose.  The  title  should  have  suggested 
that  the  medal  has  somewhat  of  a'  military  character,  as  the  President 
of  the  United  States  bea^s.  this  title  in  relation  to  the  armed  forces 
of  our  country.  So  it7was  found,  this  medal  was  the  pendant  device 
of  the  wearing  badge  of  the  39th  National  Encampment  of  -the  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans,  at  which  time  the  convention  was  held  at 
Columbus,  Ohio  during  August  of  1937.  " 

.  .  Hence,  McKinley  was  the  Commander-In-Chief  in  1898  during  the 
Spanish  American  War,  which  veterans  formed  the  United  Spanish  War 
Veterans  out  of  several  other  veteran  groups  of  -this- war.  In  addition 
McKinley  was  an  Ohio  product,  so  it  was  doubly  appropriate  to  have 
him  as  a  symbol  during  a  gathering  of  this  group  in  that  state. 

The  badge,  from  which  the  medal  hung  directly  from  a  loop  by  way 
of  a  jump-ring,  was  generally  rectangular  to  take  the  removable  name¬ 
plate  of  a  delegate.  ;;  An  eagle  with  dropped  wings  protruces  from  the 
upper  edge  with  "39"  under  the;  head,  while  the  membership  cross  of 
the  U.S.W. V.  has  the  lower  three-fourths  of  its  design  hanging  out 
of  the  lower  edge.  It  is  to  the  lower  arm  of  this  cross  that  the 
McKinley  medal  is  pendant. 

The  reverse  is  fixed  with  a  brooch  pin  and  catch  for  wear  with 
an  additional  pin  and  catch  takes  the  half  red,  half  yellow  ribbon 
hanging  down  behind  as  a  backdrop  device  only.  On  this  ribbon  is 
stamped  in  gold  the  title  of  the  wearer,  in  most  cases  that  of 
"delegate  so  that  it  '’"eads  behind  the  jumpring. 

"T.O.  of  T.I." 

As  yet  I  have  no  full  explanation  of  this  abbreviation,  but 
there  are  the  following  facts  to  aid  us.  One  piece  has  been  observed 
and  it  would  suggest  a  rival  society  or  organization  to  the  I.O.R.M. 
(Improved  0~dev’  of  Red  Men),  treated  earlier  in  this  Series  (Part  II).

I  say  this  because  of  the  full-length  portrait  of  an'  Indian  stand¬ 
ing  left,  Tight  hand  held  fotth  and  a  tomahawlc  in  his- left,  '"'It  Is  a 
separate  piece  of  metal,  laid  upon  the  center  of  a  55mm  gilded  bronze 
medal,  which  is  uniface.  :.  .  -  •  .  •  .  i"

Around  the  outer  c  i^cumbe^enec ,  which  has  a  finely  milled  raised 
edge,  is  LOYALTY  -  CHARITY  -  JUSTICE.  This  is  from  the  lower  left  to 
the  lower  -right,  and  the  stops  are  a  floral  device  of  three  leaves 
each. 

Dividing  off  the  inner  portion  f^om  the  outer  is  a  raised  circlet 
ox  a  twisted  rope  design.  Within  this  inner  circumference  is  "ORGAN¬ 
IZED"  to  the  left,  and  "JUNE  26,  1396"  to  the.  right .  The  Indian  just 

fits  within  this  circlet  and  is  29mm  high.

.  -  This  medal  has  an  Integral  exterior  loop,  attached  by  a  jump-ring 
to ‘.the  large  brooch,  which  has  the  four  letters' upon  it  quoted  .above . 
-The .upper  portion  and  sides  have  large  scroll-work  designs,  while  the 
bo-ttom  Is  flat  with  an  integral  loop  for  the  jump-ring.  The  back  is 
fitted  with  a  pin  and  catch  fo1"  brooch  wear. 

At  the  lower  portion  of  the. brooch  bar  is  a  separate  pin  . and  catch 
to  take  the  ribbon,  which  merely  hangs  down  behind  the  medal  pendant. 
This  is  53mm.  wide  and  on  one  side  a  medium  blue  with  polished  surface. 
The  other  side,  which  can  be  veversed  in  position  so  as  -to  have  it 
facing  the  observe1",  is  similar  but  black.  The  bottom  tip  of  this 
ribbon  is  fitted  with  a  gilded  bullion  fringe  with  individual  twisted 
wire  heavy  threads  hanging  "dawn.:  On  badges  of  this  type,  the  black 
side  was  designed  to  be  worn  at  the  funeral,  of  a  fellow  member  or  at 
services  for  departed  members. 

As  I  pointed  out  before,  the  Indian  suggests  something  similar  to 
the  I.O.R.M. ,  as  does  the  similarity  of  "T.O. 'of • T.I. "  to  the  "T.O.T.E. 
or  "T~0~T~E"  (referred  to  in  the  previous  article,  but  at  this  waiting 
still  without  explanation)  of  the  I.O.R.M.  One  could  almost  immediately 
guess  or  imagine  that  T.O.  of  T.I.  meant  "The  Order  of  The  Indian", 
but  this  may  be  far  too  simplistic. 

Somehow,  it  seems  by  comparative  studies,  that  these  organizations 
all  had  to  have  a  three  word  motto  or  set  of  succinct  aims  (would  an 
Indian  group  call  it  a  "war  Cry"?),  These  are  usually  idealistic 
nouns,  such  as  the  "Freedom,  Charity  &  Loyalty"  of  the  G.A.3.  and  ., 
allied  groups,  the  "Freedom,  Friendship  &. Charity"  of  the  previously 
mentioned  I.0.R..M.  and  now  the  "Loyalty,  Charity  &  Justice"  of  this 
T.O.  of  T.I.  group.

■"BATTLESHIP  /  OUEG-ON1*  -  This  legend,  within  a  wreath  on  the  lower 
Falf  of  a  22mm  bronze  medal,  with  the  ship  itself  proceeding  left,  was 
used  as  the  pendant  to , the . n^me-plate  badge  of  the  40th  National  En¬ 
campment  at  Portland,  Oregon  on  September  ll/l3,  1938."  The  upper 
portion  is  self-explanatory,  but  the  medal  has  been  separately  and 
only  lately  was  it  observed  in  its  complete  form.  The  medal  is  uni¬ 
face  with  a  protruding  integral  loop  and  may  have  been  used  for  other 
applications,  but  the  connection  with  the  state  host  city  is  obvious. 
The  ship  in  question  was  important  ,  in  the  naval  operations  in  the  West 
Indies  in  1898  and  in  the  Battle  of  Santiago-de-Cuba-  in  July  of  that

"OMAHA  /  1941"  -  This  is  on  a  32mm  .medal,  seal-shaped,  with  an  Indian 
head  above  and  the  cross  device  of  the  United  Spanish  ’far  Veterans  at 
the  bottom.  The  finish  is  bright  gilt  and  the  reverse  is  uniface  with 
three  union  trade-ma^ks  on  the  lower  portion.  What  the  medal  does  not 
say  is  the  occasion  is  the  43^  National  Encampment  of  this  organiza¬ 
tion,  ^which  information  was  originally  stamped  in  gold  on  the  suspen- 
satory  ribbon.  •?  / 


As  the  years  r0n  by,  these  ribbons  tear  off,  disintegrate  through 
rough  usage  or  dry  rot,  or  are  otherwise  separated  from  their  original 
assembly.  In  this  case,  since  the  medal  is  provided  with  an  integral 
"Lug-type"  loop  at  the  top,  some  collectors  would  be  tempted  to  convert 
this  piece  into  a  "watch-fob"  type  piece  by  substituting  a  leather 
strap  for  the  ribbon.  •  *  *  * 


=  "S.  Johnson"  =  S tef ano  Johnson",  when  used':.on;  on  pieces  of 
Italian  origin.  This  is  an  old -line  coinage  firm  in  Milan  (or  "Milano"), 
Italy.  I  was  told  that  the  English-sounding  name  derives  from  an 
Englishman  who  came  to  Italy  in  the  18th  century  and  founded  the  firm. 

As  they  seem  also  to  be  doing  la^ge  English-language  medallions, 
collectors  in  this  country  may  be  exposed  to  their  products  more  now 
than  previously. 


"Opera  Balilla"  -  This  an  Italian  phrase  which  I  do  not  know  how  to 
Fran Si at e  precisely.  However,  I  have  determined  that  it  refers  to  a 
•' particular  section  of  the  Italian  Facist  Youth  Organization  extant  in 
Italy  sometime  during  the  Italian  Facist  Era  (Era-Facisti  I/XXI 1  = 
1922/1944).  I  believe  that  it. was  the  senior  section  of  the  youth 
organization,  but  I  will  be  pleased  to  be  corrected  on  this  score. 


'The  2nd  world  in  the  phrase  baffled  me  for  years,  until  I  learned 
that  it  was  derived  from  the  actual  name  of  an  Italian  youth,  who  in 
past  times  lost  his  life  in  striking  a  blow  fo1*  national  liberty.  This 
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phrase  may  be  coupled  with  the  additional  phrase:  MSE  AVANZO  SEGVITE 
MI"  (Advance  after  Mei  or  Follow  Mel)*

square- jawed  and  militarily -helmeted .  It  is  not  our  intent  to  trans¬ 
late  all  foreign  phrases,  only  these  which  on  the  face-of-it  are  not 
self  evident  and/or  which  may  reoccur  on  a  diversity  of  numismatic 
objects .

**S.  F. "  or  nE  F"  =  "Era  Facisti".  This  method  of  dating  may  be  found 
on  both  coins  and  medals  for.  the  Italian. Facist  Era.  The  two  letters, 
with- or  without  periods,  are  usually  followed  by  Roman  numerals. 

Year  I  would  date.- from  the  March-on  Rome  in  October  :of  1922  to  the 
following  October  of  1923*  Usually,  though,  year  I  E.F.  would  be 
stated  "as  1923. 

The  last  use  I  can  find  of  this  dating  system  is  on  that  fantasy 
coin  illustrated  by  "Coin  World"  in  1969*  It  had  a  portrait  of 
Mussolini  and  the  date  of  his  death  on  28  April,  1945  or  E.F.  XXIII.

"G.I.L."  =?  "Gioventu  Italiana  Littorio".  Am  not  quite  sure  of  the 
precise  spelling  of  each  the  previous  Italian  Word  endings,  but  the 
substance  is  correct.  This  is  the  commonly  used  abbreviation  for  the 
Italian  Facist -Youth  Organization,  which  is  literally  "Italian  Youth 
Bearers  of  the  Fasces".  This  refers  to  the  origin  of  Mussolini’s 
use  of  "fasces",  in  which  he  referred  to  his  agents  as  "fascisti"  or 
"bundles  of  might",  which  would  be  quite  a  broad  usage.1  .  .. 

Usually,  the  "fasces"  Is  the  bundle  of -.sticks  or  rode ^surrounding 
or  tied  about  an  axe  pole,  with  the  blade  protruding  above.':*-  It  is 
shown  in  this  manner  on  the  United  States  Mercury  dime  reverse. 
However,  the  Italian  version,  which  was  often  quite  stylized  to  a 
point  where  it  might  be  unrecognizable  except  to  those  familiar  with 
its  symbolism,  most  often  had  the  blade  protruding;  from  within  the 
bundle.  Another  version  had  a  lion’s  head  at  the  .bottom  v<j;£  the  blade, 
with  most  of  the  curvature  going  to  the  upper  blade  •  pof'txon. 

The  Lictor  was  the  official  who  carried  this  symbol  of  Roman 
National  Authority  before  the  magistrate  to  indicate  his  authority. 
Therefore,  the  "Littorio"  were  the  modern-day  bearers  of  the  fasces, 
hence  the  derivation  of  the  third  word  used  in  the  title. 


The  "G.I.L."  is  shown  on  one  medal  with  a  portrait  of  Mussolini 
similar  to  that  mentioned  in  "Opera  Balilla"  previously.  It  also 
occured  with  the  letters  on  a  shield  along  with  a,  Roman  short-sword 
and  fasces.,  There,  are  probably  many  hundreds  of  Numismatic-., objects 
in  this  classification.  The  older  sections  of  the  G.I.L,  were  para¬ 
military  in  training  so  many  of  these  pieces" might  appear  to  be 

Italian  military  pieces  at  first  glance.  '

" Springfield,  Ill.  /  1932"  -  A  portrait  of  Lincoln.  -'In  1932  the 
Laughters  of  Union  Veterans  held  their  42nd  annual  convention  at 
Springfield,  Illinois.  They  issued  a  30  x  4lmm  badge,  the  main  portion 
of  which  was  fitted  for  wear  with  a  brooch-pin  and  catch,  with  the 
above  Inscription  at  the  top  and  a  medallion-like  (circular  22mm. 
portrait  of  Lincoln  at  the  bottom  (similar  to  the  one  cent  likeness, 
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but  larger  and  only  including  the  collar).  As  a  result,  the  upper 
portion  was  (rectangular  and  the  lower  portion  semi-circular,  with 
an  olive-leaf  sprig  at  the  juncture  of  the  two  elements. 


The  point  I  am  trying 'to  make,  is- that  the  above  portion  all 
by  itself  could  be  encountered  and  there  would  be  no  evident  explana¬ 
tion.  The  lower  portion  of  the  medallion  portion  of  the  design  was 
pierced  on  the  original  assembly,  to  take  a  jump-ring,  which  in  turn 
bad  a  pendant  19mm  medal.  This  piece,  also  in  bronze  (antique- 
finished)  unifaco,  -had  -within  a  wreath  the  entwined  letters:  D  U  y, 
the  uVn  being  paramount.  This  was  the  abbreviation  for  the  Daughters 
of  Union  Veterans.  Even  this  is  only  a  partial  key  to  full  identi¬ 
fication. 


The  full  explanation  only  would  occur  when  the  complete  piece 
would  still  have  its  original  ribbon,  which  was  not  a  suspensatory 
device,  but  merely  hung  down  from  the  bottom  portion  of  the  main 
metallic  badge.  This  yellow  silk  ribbon,  with  polished  obverse,  was 
lettered  in  gold:  42nd  /  NATIONAL  /  CONVENTION  /  DAUGHTERS  /  0?  / 
UNION  /  VETERANS.  The  reverse  tip  of  this  ribbon,  fringed  to  a 
depth  of  7/8mm,  had  the  paper  logo  of  Whitehead  &  Hoag  Co.  of  Newark, 
New  Jersey,  although  their  usual  metal  hallmark  does  not  appear  on 
any  of  the  metal  portions.  The  yellow  of  the  ribbon  indicates  a 
national  event,  being  the  color  used  by  the  G.A.3.  and  allied  soci¬ 
eties  to  indicate  an  office,  rank  or  occasion  at  the  national  level. 

I  might  add  that  this  ribbon  can  be.  easily  removed  without  cutting 
or  disintegration,  both  additional  enemies  of  complete  ribbon/badge 
preservation,,  by  its  own  pin  and  catch.
